The grand jury. returns were made after

and told a story to the effect that the Doud 
brothers, after plying’ yés of the plant 
with liquor Tuesday a of last week and 
intimidating a night watchman by detec- 
tives, spirited all the records and papers of 
the compatiy away in an automobile. 

Unavailing @fforte of detectives to locate 
the pro of the company or find Eli Doud, 
who is alleged to Nuve disappeared from 
Chicago when they did, also were spoken of. 
Mr. Doud, it Also was asserted by the presi- 
dent, had cashed two checks payable to him- 
self, one for $1,600 for dividends on stock, ani 
anothe® fot $1,700. ‘The check for $1,600, 
Wray said, was wrongfully drawn. 


Mr. Wray explaited in detail how after a 
stormy meeting of the kholders and the 
unséating of President Doud the valuable 

pa. of the company were packed in sam- 


actions of the Douds to a desire to get 
control of the company. through bonds which 
they held and refused to allow to be retired 
unter the terms of the contract. 


Beats Pursuers to Court. 

Although private detectives have followed 
Eli Doud through Indiana and Michigan for 
the last week, he has successfully evaded 
them and got to the Criminal court building 
in answer to the charge against him before 
officers of the company had learned he was 
back in Chicago. 

Only the forgetfulness of Doud in leaving 
copies of the invoices of customers, accord- 
ing to President Wray's story, has enabled 
the concern to go ahead filling orders and 
carrying on business without a halt. Officers 
of the company said during the day that the 
business had not been affected in any Way 
and the credit of the corporation ie in no 
way injured. ä 

The Acorn company has a paid up capital 
stock of $200,000. The plant covers a halt 
block facing Fulton street, extending from 
Green to Peoria street. According to the offi- 
cere the company does an annual business 
of $400,000. 

Wray Explains Trouble. 


„The whole affair was precipitated at the 
annua! stockholders’ meeting a week ago 
last Tuesday,“ President Wray said in the 
evening, and came about as the result of 
the disinclination of the Doud brothers to 
allow bonds of the company which they 
owned to be retired. 

che crisis came with the annual meeting, 
when we went to the meeting room in Mr. 
Doud’s offices and found two private detec- 
tives guarding the doorway and only seats 
provided for six persons: Stockholders rep- 
resenting 1,867 of the 2,000 shares of stock 
crowded into the room and stood against the 
wall and listened astounded as the president 
informed us that only those having their 


~certificated of stock on their persons would 


be allowed to have a voice in the meeting. 

% rule no man is permitted to vote,’ the 
president .said, with a nervous air, ‘ unless 
he has his certificates of stock and deposits 
them with me.’ 

“Three men had them ready—all friends 
of Doud. They were his brother, R. L.

WORK IN SIX SECTIONS. 


Plans May Be Submitted to Smoke 
Commission Today. 


The days of smoke-spouting, ofnder-scat- 
tering locomotives on the Illinois Central 
railroad city Hnes seem to be numbered. 
Electrification appears to be near. 

Plans have been made which will be sub- 
mitted to the directors of the road at th 
next meeting, with the recommendation th 
negotiations with the city-be conducted along 
the linea therein incorporated. 

The special conimission, consisting of L. C. 
Fritoh, consulting engineer of the Tilindis 
Central; Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of 
health; H. H. Evans, secretary of the local 
transportation committee; Paul Bird, chief 
smoke inspector; and T. D. Donnelly, chair- 
man of the special smoke commission, has 
been working over this question for some 
time, and at frequent intervals has received 
reports from the Illinois Central showing 
the progress the railroad officials have made 
with the maps and plans for electrification, 


Make Changes in Six Sections. 

The general plan contemplates the elec- 
trification in six sections, in order to pre- 
vent delays in the entire service during the 
progress of the work. 

First the suburban tracks from Randolph 
street to Sixty-third street will be changed 
from steam to the protected third raf) system. 
As soon as that has been effected the express 
tracks to South Chicago will be rehabilitated 
in the same manner. 

The third stage will be the electrification of 
the Kensington tracks, and at the same time 
the suburban and through passenger tracks 
to Burnside will be changed to the electric 
system. 

The fifth stage will include all the 
ger and freight tracks between —— 
Row station and Burnside, and the final piece 
of work, which will includé the electrification 
ot the entire Illinois Oentral tracks within 

the city’ limite will be to electrify the tracks 
lead passenger and freight to Riverdale. 


May Arrange Open Meeting. 
‘Neither the city officials nor the Illinois 
Central officers will discuss the matter, but 
it ia said that members of the épecial om. 
mission will have these plans before them 
today, and it is probable that they will be 
referred to the local transportation commit- 
in a few days.

LOOKS PROSPEROUS AS EVER. 


Failure of Chicago ud New York 
Houses Is Recalled, 


John Dickinson, broker, who disappeared 
mysteriously after the failuré of John Dick- 
inson & Co., April 8, reappeared just as mys- 
terlously yesterday. He visited his lawyers, 
made a statement in the office of Referee in 
Bankruptcy Sidney C. Bastman that he had 
concealed none of the assets of the firm and 
after promising to return on Oct. 20 left again 
on ah eighteen hour train for New York. 

The elusive broker whose disappearance 
created a lively discussion when his offices 
on La Balle street were closed, and when a 
receiver was appointed for his New York 
house also, appeared perfectly at ease as he 
walked into the office of his attorney, George 
W. Plummer. He said he was ready to make 
any statement for the benefit of the trustee, 
and a short examination was arranged. 

Francis J. Houlihan, attorney for the 
American Trust and Savings bank, named as 
trustee by Judge Landis, was notified of Dick- 


-inson’s arrival in Chicago and appeared for 


the examination. 

Referee Eastman was out of the city, and 
after Dickinson was sworn by Referee Frank 
L. Wean, he made a statement which was 
taken by Charles H. Briot, secretary to Ref- 
eree Eastman. 


Asked Only One Question. 

After stating that his name was John Dick- 
ingon and that He lived in New York, one 
other question was asked by attorney Houll- 
han. 

„% Have you any personal property, stocks, 
bonds or money which has not been turned 
over to the receivers?“ was the question. 

„ have nothing that has not been turned 
over,” was the answer. 

A continuance of the examination was tak- 
en because of the absence of Referee Nast - 
man and at the request of attorney Plummer 
who sald he was busy in the Myers case in 
the Criminal court. 

Dickinson’s appearance in Chicago was 
known to few persons. Even his former 
associates on the board of trade had no ink- 
ling that he was here. It was not known 
to them that he was living in New York 
though he admitted he had been in that city 
for several weeks. 

Attorney Houlihan said his firm had been 
tipped off that the broker had returned to 
New York and a telegram was sent asking 
him to come to Chicago. Mr. Houlihan said 
the broker came willingly in response to the

Islands Safe, but Crops Are Ruined. 


Storehouses, sugar mills, and dwellings of 
every character at Houma and other villages 
suffered heavily and scarcely a structure was 
untouched by the hurricane. Fishermen are 
heavy sufferers. 

The damage at Grand Island and Cheniere 
Caminada was heavy, but no lives were lost. 
The crops of these islands were destroyed, 
as the water swept across them two or three 
feet deep, washing them away, and the 
orange groves were whipped clean of fruit 
and foliage alike, ‘thousands of trees being 
uprooted. 

The first news from the islands wag re- 
ceived today, when the mail steamer Grand 
Isle, commanded by Capt. Mike Sweeney, 
reached this city. It was feared before the 
arrival of the boat that hundreds had lost 
their lives. In the tropical storm of 1898 
1.500 persons were drowned on Cheniere 
Caminada.

Prosecutor: Finds Conspiracy 
to Stop Vice Investigations, 


Confidant States. 
JUDGES DEFER ACTION, 


Will Await Hearing of Three 
Accused Men; More Money 
Urged for Wayman.

A conspiracy to corrupt every grand jury 
that hes served since State’s Attorney Way- 
man has been in office and an attempt in sev- 
ere] instances to pack the inquisitorial body 
against the prosecutor himeelf was declared 
yesterday to have been uncovered by detec. 
tives from the etate’s attorney’s office. 

This information, given out by one of Mr. 
Wayman's confidants, is said to have been 
developed since the arrest last week of Jury 
Commissioner John J. Holland, Nicholae J. 
Martin, and Willis J. Rayburn, who are at 
present at liberty under bonds of $25,000 
each. The evidence said to be in the pos- 
session of Mr. Wayman may regult in the 
issuance of several more bench warrants 
within a few days. 

It also was declared by those in a position 
to know that, as Judge Baldwin had eug- 

gested, the jury fixing’ was not done by 
means of the venire box, but by expert 
manipulation after the cards had been drawn. 
Until this and other details of alleged jury 
juggling are decided tt appeare the Judges 
will take no action in regard to juries in 
cases on trial. 5 


Indicating the attitude of the jurists, Judge 
McEwen ruled in thé case of Gustav Myers 
that the question of the legality of the jurors 
chosen from the box in the office of the jury 
commissioners should remain open until 
after the evidence in the jury fixing” case 
is heard. . 


Supports Request of $10,000. 

Meanwhile Mr, Wayman hopes to tro deeper 
and deeper into his investigations of the se- 
lection of juries in the county.

tive duty of the county board at this time 


to see to it that the state's attorney is not 
hampered by lack of funds in his efforts to 
protect the interests of the public by crushing 
this evil, which, there is good reason to be- 
lieve, has existed for some time.

The latest discoveries made by men work- 
ing in Mr. Wayman’s office regarding cdr- 
ruption of grand juries are expected to have 
a material bearing on the trial of the three 
alleged jury fixers."”

WRIGHT A180 IS READY. 


Friends in Spite of Pat, 
ent Suits. 


New York, Sept. 22.—A flight from Gov- 
ernors island across the lower bey and around 
the statue of liberty probably will be the 
first. aviation event during thé Hudson- 
Fulton celebration. Glenn H. Curtiss, win- 
ner of the first international aviation contest, 
announced today that he would attempt to 
make this flight as soon as possible after he 
had assembled his machine. pe

Selfridge of the signal 
corps. It is not as fast a machine as the 
one which has been sold by the brothers to 
the signal corps, but it is capable of carrying 
two men and of making a speed of between 
thirty-eight and forty miles an hour. 

Curtiss will make no flights in a wind of 
more than five or six miles, but is likely that 
Wright may attempt flights in a higher wind 
if it is from a favorable direction. Wright's 
contract with the celebration committee re- 
quires a flight of one hour's duration, while 
Curtiss has the option of making any flight 
which his judgment dictates.

Independence Leaders Withdraw 
from Movement, Protesting 
Against Platform.

New York, Sept 22.—[Special.]~Tammany 
has stolen William R. Hearst's Independence 
league. The delegates elected to the conven- 
tions ot the league at Tuesday's primaries in 
about thirty out of thirty-five districts of 
Manhattan and the Bronx are men who are 
affiliated with Tammany Hall. 

Charles E. Gehring, chairman of the exec- 
utive committee of the county committee of 


the Independence league, admitted today

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that Tammany had cheated his organization 
at the primaries. 

Mr. Gehring also said that at enrolknent 
time last year several Tammany men: in 
each election district, acting under instruc- 
tions from Fourteenth street, had enrolled 
themselves as members of the Independence 
Jeague. These men had a false ballot printed, 
inscribed with the name of the Independence 
league, but the names of delegates and com- 
mitteemen similar to those on the Tammany 
ballot were men who had previously enrolled 
under the standard of the Independence 
league. 

In many ot the distriets this bogus ballot 
was voted early by the men who had been 
instructed to do so, and when the voters of 
the Independence league appeared and cast 


their ballots they were informed they had | 


already voted. 

It is also charged by Mr. Gehring that Tam- 
many inspectors had permitted the stuffing 
of Tammany boxes. 


Fusion Movement Is Split. 


The fusion movement was split during the 
evening. The Independence league leaders 
withdrew from the conference on the claim 
that the platform of the fuginon committee 
does not provide for municipahgwnership in 
sufficiently broad terms, and also on the 
plea that the Independence ledgue will not 
consent to bargaining for offices. 

Timothy L. Woodruff, chairman of the 
Republican state committee, denied that he 
has been the cause of a delay in the move- 
ment, and says it has really been caused 
by the Independence league, which actually 
has been bargaining for offices. He stated 
that he had refused to consent to the nomina- 
tlon of names mentioned by the league for a 
place on the Supreme court bench and for 
borough president of Brooklyn. 

The conference committee went into ses- 
sion again at midnight. The Republican 
county committee, the Citizens’ union, and 
the committee of 100 will draw up a ticket 
which will be presented at the Bepublican 
county. convention tomorrow afternoon in 
Carnegie hall. 

Herbert Parsons, chairman of the New 
York county Republican committee, has in- 
timated that unless a fusion ticket is decided 
upon before the convention meets, the con- 
vention will go ahead and put up a straight 
Republican ticket. 


Elections Official Under Fire. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 22.—Gov. Hughes to- 
day appointed ex-Judge William H. Wad- 
hams of New York to examine and investi- 
gate the management and affairs of the of- 
fice and department of the state superinténd- 
ent of the metropolitan elections district.” 
William Leary is the head of the department. 
Judge Wadhams is president of the New 


York State Direct Primary association. 


The governor acted upon a statement filed 


with him by a New York newspaper charging 
Leary with Inefficiency in failing to take 
proper steps to prevent the alleged coloniza- 
tion of illegal voters for the coming munici- 
pal election in New York. 

No formal charges have been filed against 
Leary, but the governor is desirous of learn- 
ing if adequate preparations have been made 
to enforce the laws in New York at the com- 
ing election.

J. WHITCOMB RILEY REFUSES 
TO CLAIM “FRIENDSHIP” LOAN. 


Hoosier Poet in Court Admits Signing 
Note for $2,000, but Says He Did 
Not Expect Money in Return. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 22.—[{Special}— 
James Whitcomb Riley, the Hooster poet,“ 
was a witness in court this morning, and the 
case developed the fact that he had loaned 
a physician money, but did not regard it as a 
business transaction and did not want to 
make bis estate pay the debt. 

The case was that of Thomas B. Arnold 
against himself as administrator of the estate 
of his friend, Franklin W. Hays, on a prom- 
iseory note for $2,000 given by Dr. Hays to 
Mr. Riley and Mr. Arnold. The evidence 
showed that both Mr. Riley and Mr. Arnold 
had repeatedly advanced money to Dr. Hays 
and that no account had been kept between 
the men. When asked on the witness stand 
if he remembered signing the note, Mr. Riley 
replied:

„O, I repeatedly advanced money to Dr. 
Hays, but I mever paid any attention to it. 
I remember a conversation concerning his 
bad luck, his worry, and need of aid, and I 
suppose I indorsed the note all right.“ 

When you signed the note did you expect 
to get your money? he was asked. 

% No. sir,” said Mr. Riley. Wat did 1 
want with the money? He always cared for 
me when I was sick and we were friends. It 
was not a business transaction; just a mat- 
ter between friends.“

_ . ‘SHE INCOME TAX. 

The income tax amendment to the con- 
stitution is being fought in some quarters 
on the hypothesis that congress might 
abuse the power it is proposed to confer 
on it. It is asserted it would tax the in- 
comes of workingmen and servant girls, 
and thus grind them to the dust. 

President Taft did not condescend to 
notice this silly argument in what he had 
to say at Denver concerning the income 
tax amendment. very reasoning person 
knows that-congress would do nothing of 
the kind. It would abstain for both eco- 
nomic and political reasons. The latter 
would have overwhelming strength. No 
representative would vote for an income 
tax measure which took in the wage 
earners of his district. 

The president is for the amendment be- 
cause the income tax would be one of the 
essential instruments by which a large 
amount of money could be collected if im- 
peratively needed, as it would be in the 
event of a great war. This is an argu- 
ment whose force cannot be disputed. 
The president would make no other use of 
the amendment, if ratified, under ordinary 
<ircumstances than to enlarge the corpo- 
ration tax so as to cover bondholders as 
well as shareholders. The former are at 
pregent unaffected. The decision of the 
Supreme court in the imcome tax case 
protects them. | | 

The president sees the defects of a di- 
rect income tax, such as was levied dur- 
ing the civil war. Its inquisitorial and, 
hence, unpopular character, and the fact 
that it would be the prolific parent of 
perjury, are ¢enceded. He admits that 
there might be at times an effort to resort 
to it, not to tax small incomes but to 
reach accumulated wealth, but he believes 
it would be effective. 

By taxing at the source the incomes 
derived from the stocks and bonds of cor- 
porations, evasion and perjury would be 
nearly eliminated. Farther than that, the 
president does not seem inclined to go. 
The men with earned as distinguished 
from unearned incomes may be pleased to 
learn that he has no designs on them.

THE DOLLAR MINIMUM CHECK. 

Some alirm is expressed over the 
phrasing of section 179 of the revised 
penal code ot the United States lest it 
prevent the writing of a check for a 
smaller amount than $1. Such checks 
are often used in the settlement of small 
accounts, and in the mail order business, 
which has attained great popularity, they 
are found convenient for remittance. An 
individual with a bank account prefers 
the easy way of writing a personal chéck 
‘to the more troublesome plan of seeking. 
the facilities offered at emall fee by the 
postal or express money order. There

The usefulness of the small check, 
therefore, may be considered as assured,

The section of the code mentioned pro- 
vides that no person shall make, issue, 
circulate, or pay out any note, check, 
memorandum, token, or other obligation 
for a less sum than $) intended to circu- 
late as money or to be received or used 
in lieu of lawful money of the United 
States.“ The maximum fine is $500,. the 
maximum imprisonment for six months. 
The report of congressional proceedings 
shows that the section was passed with- 


many other sections was attended by con- 
siderable discussion. It seems reason- 
able to suppose that something else than 
bank checks was in the minds of the law- 
makers as this section was read and 
passed. | 

There js objection to the small due 
bills or various forms of company scrip

Lord Balfour of Burleigh, who as lord war- 
den of the stannaries of Cornwall and Devon, 
and master forester of Dartmoor, is one of 
the chief dignitaries of the household of the 
prince of Wales, is a man of unusually strik- 
ing physique, being extremely tall, broad 
shouldered in proportion, towering head and 
shoulders above most people and presenting 
a very impressive appearance. He owes his 
peerage to the fact that it was revived in his 
favor by the late Queen Victoria, after the 
passage of an act of parliament in March, 
1869, to remove the attainder to which it had 
been subject for the previous 150 years. 


— | 


The fifth Lord Balfour of Burleigh, prior 
to the death of his father and while eil 
master of Burleigh, had formed an attach- 
ment with Mary Cray, the daughter of a 
schoolmaster. His father, in order to cure 
him of his infatuation, sent him on the grand 
tour of Europe. The master of Burleigh left 
Scotland, but before taking his departure he 
paid a farewell visit to his lady love, bound 
her by the most solemn oaths to give her 
heart to no other man, and made a vow that 
ff she married any one else he certainly would 
kill her husband, While he was away travel- 
ing on the continent Mary accorded her heart 
and hand to a young echoolmaster, of the 
name of Henry Stenhouse, of Inverkeithling, 
and duly married him. The marriage re- 
moved all of old Lord Balfour of Burleigh’s 
fears of his son entering upon any mesalli- 
ance, and, thinking that all was safe now, 
he summoned Robert home. 

On the master of Burleigh’s return, and on 
learning that Mary had married Stenhouse; 
he proceeded to Inverkeithling, and, after 
calling upon the schoolmaster to defend him- 
self, shot him dead. Pursued, arrested, and 
convicted at Edjmburgh of murder, he was 
condemned to be beheaded by the “‘ maiden,” 
the Scotch equivalent and prototype of the 
guillotine, at the cross of Edinburgh. But 
with the agsistance of his sister Margaret, 
‘to whom he bore the most startling resem- 
blance, he managed to escape from prison on 
the evening before the day set for his exe- 
cution by donning her clothes and she his. 
This was in 1710. The legend states that 
Margaret Balfour was enabled to accom- 
plish this by having caused the jailer to fall 
in love with her. At any rate she seems to 
have been a remarkable woman, and it was 
largely through her efforts that, to the 
amagement of every one, the master of Bur- 
leigh received a pardon from the crown be- 
fore the year was out. Instead of showing 
any gratitude for this he joined the Jacobite 
insurrection, became one of the pretender’s 
principal adherents; and in consequence 
thereof, and having meanwhile succeeded to 
his father’s barony, was attainted by act of 
parliament in. 1714 as a traitor. 

If I lay stress on this fact it is because a 
very widespread impression prevails, even 
in England, to the effect that the barony of 
Balfour of Burleigh was attainted on ac- 
count of the fifth baron's murder of School- 
master Stenhouse, whereas the forfeiture of 
the peerage was due to his participation in 
the Jacobite rebellion. He never married, 
and his elder sister, Margaret, to whom he 
had owed his escape from the death of 
un married 
Her Freat-grandsan was the late Robert 
Brues et Kennet, member of parliament for 
County)’ Clackmannan, and it is his enly son, 
Alexander Bruce, who in 1868 obtained a re- 
versal of the attainder and the recognition 
of the committee of privileges of the house 
of lords, and of the crown. to his rights as 
the principal heir of the fifth Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh’s younger sister. He is now 
therefore the sixth peer of his line, and occu- 
pies a seat in the house of lords by virtue of 
his election ag one of the representative peers 
of Scotland. He is married to @ sister of 
Lord Aberdeen, has several children, melud- 
ing a couple of sons, the older of whom bears 
the title of master of Burleigh, and served 
with distinction with the Sutherland High- 
landers throughout the South African war. 
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Lord Balfour, who stands particularly high 
in the good graces of the prince and princess 
of Wales, left the Liberal-Unionist cabinet 
at the same time as the late duke of Devon- 
shire, owing to his disapproval of its adop- 
tion of Joseph Chamberlain's tariff measures. 
His purpose in ¢rossing the Atlantic at this 
time is to preside over the royal commission 
appointed by King Edward to adjust com- 
mercial rates and to devise schemes for.the 
promotion of trade between Canada and the 
West lndies. 

Lord Balfour is accompanied by his wife’s 
kinsman, Capt. the Hon. George Hamilton- 
Gordon, only son and heir of Lord Stanmore, 
the captain being unmarried. The peerage, 
to which he will succeed on the death of his 
father, now 80 years old, has this peculiarity, 
that it was created by mistake. Lord Stan- 
more formerly Was known as Sir Arthur 
Hamilton-Gordon, and he is a younger broth- 
er of the fifth earl of Aberdeen, an uncle, 
therefore, of the present viceroy of Ireland 
and of Lady Balfour of Burleigh. The greater 
part of his life has been spent in administer- 
ing minor colonies, where he distinguished 
himself not only by his ability but by his sense 
of the extreme importance of his office. In- 
‘deed. he was go imbued with the conviction 
that he represented as governor not merely 
the sovereign but the crown that it is said 
that when he was governor of Ceylon he 
caused the chaplain to substitute in the lit- 
urgy the words “ Thy servant Arthur, our 
most gracious governor,’ for the phrase 
“Thy servant Victoria, our most gracious 
queen,“ in the prayer for the reigning fam- 
ily. I will not vouch for this story, which 
is Gifticuit to believe. But what is true is 
that several years after his retirement from 
the colonial service he suddenly received a 
notification from old Mr. Gladstone to the 
effect that he had nominated him for a peer- 
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age. 

The fact ot the matter was that Gladstone 
during the last decade of his life developed 
the odd peculiarity of thinking that all the 
people whom he liked were home rulers. Now 
he liked Sir Arthur Gordon, as Lord Stan- 
more was then known, uot only for his own 
sake but more especially as the gon and pri- 
vate secretary of his old friend and colleague, 
the fourth Lord Aberdeen, for so many years 
secretary of state for foreign affairs and 
premier. And if he nominated Sir arthur 
for a peerage it was in order that he might 
vote in the house of lords for the home rule

Charles W. Eliot outlined the religion of 
the future makes possible a juster estimate 
of its creed, 

It will be @ religion based on love of God 
‘and service to man, in which there will be 
no dogma of eternal torment, nothing 
“‘ gloomy, aseetic, or maledictory, no met- 
aphysical complexities or magical rites It 
eliminates Satan and other malign powers, 
rejects the doctrine that man is predestined 
to wickedness, regards physical pain not as 
‘punishment for sin or a meant of moral 
growth, but as an evil to be relieved by the 
promptest measures. It accepts no author- 
ity, spiritual or temporal, and omits consid- 
eration of the justice of God as above human 
comprehension, 

One feature of interest is in the inclusion of 
the cure of disease as a function of the new 
religion. Healing has been from the earliest 
times a vitalizing element of religion. Apollo 
the Healer; the 200 temples of Adsculapius in 
the ancient world; the cures wrougat by 
Jesus; the medical discoveries and practices 
of the Jesuits; the western circuit-rider with 
his medicine case; the treatment of disease 
by our missionaries in the far east, all testify 
to the importance with which this function 
zot religion has been invested.

It is a well known facet to those who 
have. played the game and who have tried to 
handle the ball on a wet day that there is a 
vast difference in throwing the pigskin under 
these conditions. 

On a dry day the ball generally is thrown by 
gripping it in the throwing hand, with the 
thumb on the laces. In this way the thrower 
can get more speed and direction to his 
pass than almost any other method. on a 

wet day, when the dall is heavy and slippery, 
_ the oval has to be laid in the throwing hand 
without a firm hold, and without plenty of 
practice this knack cannot be learned readily.

As the kick must be accurate, the ki¢ke® must be 
doubly cautious on a wet da¥ to get tub proper 
direction, as the least little variation in the kick 
is liable to result disastrously for his side. as an 
opponent may catch the ball on the run and a 
touchdown will result. 

Goal kicking after touchdowns is another feature 
of football which is harder to execute successfully 
on a wet day. In this form of kicking the ball is 
booted with the toe and in order to kick the oval 
between the uprights for the necessary point the 
ball must be met squarely. When kicking on such 
a day the fewer bteps the kicker takes before boot- 
Ing the ball the better chance he has of register-

After Harriman’s Death. 


INDUSTRIAL PLANTS BUSY. 


Orders Received Promise Steady Oper- 
ation for Months. aa 


Chicago Subway shares were again active 
yesterday and the price was inclined to work 
lower. Considerable disappointment is ex- 
pressed in New York over the actjon of the 
stock, but the movement seems natural 
enough, changed conditions considered. The 
Subway company was financed by E. H. Har- 


| riman and J. Ogden Armour. 


Together they successfully controlled the 
destiny of the company. Mr. Harriman was 
able to exert a great deal of influence on the 
railroads using the tunnels and Mr. Armour, 
because of being a large local shipper, was 
able to make it to the advantage of the roads 
to deal with the Subway tunnels as a freight 
terminal. While it is apparent that Mr. Har- 
riman’ s interests Are intact, it reasonably 
follows that a great deal of stock was held 
in New York City because of Mr. Harriman’s 
connection with the project. 

These outside holders could npt be 2 
ed to feel as comfortable after Mr. Harri- 
man’s death as they did before, because they 
could not Toresee whether there might be a 
reorganization of the property, and while in 
such doubt they have parted with stock. 80 
far as the financia! outcome is concerned the 
proposition is regarded as being a waiting 
one, regardles off what, may be tie actual 
merits of the franchise or earning power of 
the property. The bond interest is not being 
earned and such a situation always suggests 
uncertainty to the outsider. 

Sears-Roebuck common was irregular. 
The movement of the stock bore considerable 
evidence of manipulation. There was no 
news to account for the irregularity in the 
movement of quotations. 

Prices in the general list were fairly steady. 


Corn Products Dissension? 
Following the election of F. P. Fisher and 
George Moffet to the directory of the Corn 
Products Refining company to fill the vacan- 
cles caused by the resignation of Joy Morton 


and W. H. Heaton, it was rumored that seri-” 


ous dissension had arisen in the board. One 
of the directors, however, was quoted as say- 
ing that the members were harmonious and 
in perfect accord with the selling policy of 
the company. 

On Jan. 1, 1910, there will mature $17,102,000 
bonds of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad, bearing interesfat thé rate of 
5. 6. and 7 per cent. It is assumed these bonds 
will be taken up by a new issue of 4 per cent 
paper, and this has given rise to the sugges- 
tion of a new bond issue of $25,000,000 bear- 
ing perhaps 4 per cent interest. 


New Haven-Metropolitan Steamship. 

There was much discussion in Boston of a 
report that the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad company would become 
owner of a large interest, said to be 50 per 
cent, in the Metropolitan Steamship com- 
pany. The other half of the capital stock of 
$1,525,000, it was said, would be held by 
Charles W. Morse after the reorganization 
of the company following a foreclosure sale 
next month. 

The entrance of the New Haven into the 
Metropolitan, the report stated, would be 
followed by the acquisition of a large, possi- 
bly controlling, interest in the Eastern Steam- 
ship company by the Morse-Mellen interests. 


Banking Power of J. P. Morgan & Co. 


The election of J. P. Morgan, Jr., to mem- 
bership on the board of directors of the 
National City bank has led the Wall Street 
Journal to prepare statistics covering the 
banking power of J. P. Morgan & Co., as 
represented in the boards of institutions Pry 
ing deposits amounting to $542,000,000. Fol- 
lowing is the comment: 

The members of the firm are directors 
in eight of the largest banks and trust 
companies in the city. In the First Na- 
tional, National City, Astor Trust and 
Bankers’ Trust the boards of directors con- 
tain two repesentatives of the firm. J. P. 
Morgan is a director in the First National 
bank and the National Bank of Commerce. 
These banks are ostensibly Morgan banks. 
George W. Perkins is director in the Astor, 
Bankers“ and New York Trust companies 
and the National City bank. Henry P. Da- 
vison is director in the First and Liberty 
National banks and the Astor and Bankers’ 
Trust companies. Charles Steele is direc- 
tor in the Standard Trust and J. P. Morgan 
Jr., in the National City bank.
